Research Scientist , 
To Lecture Here * 
On Atomic Power 


Dr. Donald J. Hughes, Ph.D., seni- 
or physicist at the Brookhaven Na- 
tional laboratory on Long Island, N. 
Y., is scheduled to Iecture at Clarke 
college Nov. 10, at 1:20 p.m. His sub- 
ject will be “The Future of Atomic 
Power.” 


Dr. Hughes spoke last year at the 
University of Dubuque on a related 
topic.

For Christ the King 


There are two red circles on the Clarke calendar this weekend 
—one for the SLC leadership workshop and one for the feast of 
Christ the King. 

These two events hardly seem like related subjects. It is just 
this fact—that to us moderns they do seem so unrelated—which 
calls for a pause and a mental readjustment. 

The purpose of the workshop is to discuss student government 
and to consider ways of training officers for effective leadership. 
Leadership in what? “Student government” is an easy answer. 

But is that all that student leadership implies? Again a glib 
answer is ready: ‘No, it also prepares for leadership in country, 
community and parish life." 

Correct, as far as it goes, but there is still a deeper implication. 

Leadership must refer to a potential goal, else why the need for 
a leader? We learned all about that goal in our grade school cate- 
chism classes and later on in retreats. We can still answer verbatim 
the questions, ““Why did God make you?’ and ‘‘Where are you 
going?” 

Do you see the connection? All leaders for good in this world 
are really officers under the supreme Commander, Christ the King. 
In this light we can consider the SLC workshop as a definite train- 
ing ground not only for leaders on the Clarke campus but also for 
leaders in Christ’s church militant. 


Up With the Iron Curtain! 


Suppose the Iron Curtain dropped around Clarke college next 
week, or the week after. Impossible, you say? This is a Catholic 
college, in a democratic country. It could never be completely 
taken over by the state. We would never permit dictated philoso- 
phies to be shoved at us. 

But take a look at Hungary. In 1944 Hungarian college stu- 
dents were living lives which were as uncomplicated as ours are 
now. And their country was 70 per cent Catholic. 

Today their schools are under Russian control and their minds 
are shackled by communistic doctrine. Dr. Emmi Szorenyi, for- 
merly an assistant principal in a Hungarian school, declared in her 
recent lecture here that Hungarian schools now are the ‘‘tools of 
political parties."” Students must study Marx and Lenin—and get 
good grades, too—or be dismissed from school. They have the 
choice of a communistic education or no education at all. 

The days of free expression are over in Hungary. Even in the 
classroom students may not question or discuss any government 
action lest they be labeled as anti-democratic by student spies and 
asked to leave school. 

However, Hungarian students have not completely submitted. 
They are fighting in the only way left open to them—through 
prayer and penance. They sincerely believe that it is their genera- 
tion which will convert the East. As Dr. Szorenyi pointed out, 
their religion has become much more vital to them and they are 
willing to give their lives for their cause. 

Through Dr. Szorenyi they have asked us to share in the graces 
of their persecution. They have asked us to pray and sacrifice 
with them. We should consider this assignment both a privilege 
anda duty. It isa privilege to share in their work for the Church, 
and it is our duty to help them drag down the Iron Curtain which 
surrounds them, to tear it to shreds so that it can never again be 
used to separate a nation from democratic and religious rights.

Future of Hungarian Nation 
Lies in Youth, Says Lecturer 


Communism will never completely absorb Hungary, predicts 
Dr. Emmi Szorenyi, a former teacher in an advanced school for 
girls in Hungary, for the Catholic church there “‘is built of living 


stones, is built of saints.” 


In speaking on ‘‘Student Life Behind the Iron Curtain’’ before 


an assembly of students, faculty and 
friends of the college Oct. 13, Dr. 
Szorenyi, now a teacher of psychology 
at the College of St. Catherine, St. 
Paul, Minn., gave three reasons for

The 
life of the student was now regulated 
by the rules of Russian democracy. If 
the students refused to cooperate in 
the “study more” and the “work bri- 
gade’”’ movements they were automatic- 
ally released from school.
